Complaints from unemployed work- 
ers and factory owners who see their 
plants operating on half or third time, 
are frequent, but a deep investigation 
of the condition of industry in the 
little mountain republic proves them 
hardly as serious as the Swiss would 
have us believe. 

Switzerland, with its 4,000,000 in- 
habitants, is a highly industrial coun- 
iry—a tribute to the Swiss genius for 
crganization and workmanship, for in 


materials. 
primary products and her coal. 


Textile Industry Important. 

Despite this fact, 10 per cent of her 
population is occupied with industry 
proper—exclusive of the building 
trades and commerce—according to 
‘the industrial census of 1918. The 
most important branch is the textile, 
which employs 127,948 of her 381,170 
workers. The metal industries employ 
102.346 workers, while 46,475 are en- 
gaged in watchmaking, the most im- 
portant of the purely export industries. 
Other industries, including paper and 
printing, chemical, food and drink pro- 
duction, woodworking and stone and 
earthenware factories, employ the re- 
maining 104,876. 

The gain during the war has been 
remarkable. In 1911 over 328,800 work- 
ers were listed in the industrial cen- 
sus, which included 7,907 firms. In 
1913 there had been a gain of 200 firms, 
with a corresponding slight increase in 
workers employed. During the war 
1,200 new factories came into existence, 
accounting for the large increase in 
workers in 1918. . 

Silk Spinning Trade. 


In the textile industry Switzerland 
has felt in a small measure the exten- 
sive decline throughout the European 
industry.

MORRIS EXPLAINS ®: 
WHY CALIFORNIA 
WORRIES JAP 


New York, Jan. 22. —Discussing 
what he termed “ the California issue,’ | 
in an address today before the Uni-, 
versity club, Roland S. Morris, Ameri-. 
can ambassador to Japan, declared the |

Mr. Morris, who has been negotiating 
with Baron Shidehara, the Japanese 
ambassador, with a view to laying the 
basis of a treaty between the United 
States and Japan, added that the 
Japanese protest against the Califor- 
nia anti-alien land law presented to the 
American people the definite question 
of whether in the larger view of Ameri- 
ca’s relations with the Orient, it is 
wise to classify aliens on the basis of 
their eligibility to citizenship. 


Don’t Want Citizenship. 

The Japanese, he said, were not com- 
plaining because their nationals resi- 
dent in the United States are ineligible 
to citizenship; not asking any greater 
rights than those conceded to other! 


aliens; nor questioning the right of the 
United States to pass, subject to treaty 
legislation covering admis- 
r residence of foreigners nor seek 
of present restrictions on 
Japanese immigration.. The Japanese 
government, he added, does “contend 
that it is unjust and unfair to pick. 
“out a particular group of aliens who 
are under certain political disabilities 
and deprive them of rights which all 
other aliens are permitted to enjoy.” 
“Japanese aliens resident in the 
U nited States,” Mr. Morris continued, 
‘are not eligible to citizenship, our 
naturalization laws having been inter- 
| preted as applying to only white per- 
sons or persons of African descent. 


Admit U. 8, Right of Selection. 

“This is in a sense a discrimination, 
or perhaps better—a selection of those 
whom for one reason or another we, 
are willing to admit to the privilege of 
American citizenship. But it is clearly 
not a discrimination of a character 
which could property be the subject of 
complaint by a government whose na- 
tionals might be excluded. 

“What then is this much talked of 
‘California issue’? - Of what does 
Japan complain? Let me try to an- 
swer these questions. <As I have al- 
ready stated, im 1913 California de- 
vised the plan of classifying aliens on 
the basis of their ‘eligibility to citizen- 
ship, and then proceedéd to deprive); 
those who were ineligible of certain 
property rights previously enjoyed by 
all aliens. Other states are seriously 
considering similar legislation, and the 
people of Japan are fearful lest this 
method may be used not only in prop- 
erty rights but also in. personal rights.”

This year, owing to the failure of 
the Italian silk crop, and the uncer- 
tainty of the eastern supply, it is esti- 
mated that the imports will! total 6.000 
tons instead of the expected 7,500, while 
the exports will not be more than 5,500 
to 5,600 tons. 


Eight Hour Day Helps. 


Practically all the 30,266 silk work- 
ers are busy at the looms, despite the 
decreased production over 1913, owing 
to the adoption of the eight hour day 
in all Swiss industry. 

In the cotton spinning mills con- 
ditions are much worse than in the 
silk trade. While 1921 will not be 
nearly so bad as the season of 1918, 
the total production of the spindels 
will be only 50 per cent of that of 1913, 
and the production of the looms only 
slightly more than 50 per cent. 

The chief cause for this decrease is 
the high value of the Swiss franc, 
which makes it impossible for the spin- 
ning mills to pay the wages they must 
and export at a profit.

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THE SMART FRENCH TAILLEUR. 
By Mary Brush Williams. 
{Chicage Tribune Foreign News Service. } 

ARIS.—[(Special Correspondence. } 
—The French woke up one morn- 
ing and discovered that they 
liked American products pretty 

well. You could just as easily make a 
fad of them here as not. A new per- 
fiimery shop has sprung up lit with our 
method of indirect lighting, and by 
night?it is one of the show places of the 
capital. A Frenchman who has spent 
two years in America put it over. « « 

One of the greatest blows I ever re- 
ceived was when I arrived in Paris for 
the first time, before the war, at 10 
o'clock one night and found the place 
iit with occasional street lamps. I had 
expected it to outshine the Gay White 
Way, and I did not think it could be 
much of a town with its lighting in the 
manner of a miner's camp in Nevada. 

If they practiced they could not get 
the lights more accurately placed for 
making it so you cannot see anything. 
if the French and ourselves could get 
together with their most artistic of 
cities and our wonderful art for dis- 
playing a city by night we should have 
something to put down into the book of 
the ages.

Considerably more than half the 
sople of America are of British stock: 
and language, laws, and priority of 
residence have combined to make this 
part of our population the type to 
which other elements tend to conform. 
There is thus an instinctive prefer- 
ence in America for the English house, 
which is justified by the fact that no 
other nation has developed such a 
delightfully informal domestic architec- 
ture as has Britain. 

The present house is a fine example 
of the modern English home, though 
ttcontains, as it should, many Ameri- 
an modifications.

From the entrance hall you turn to 
the right and enter the big living room, 
12 by 25 feet, with the fireplace at the 
front end—the English are not 
ashamed of their chimneys, and like 
to put them at the front of the house. 
This location of the fireplace makes for 
coziness, but always involves the dan- 
ger of giving an unduly elongated ap- 
pearance to the room.

“He was then little known in this 
country. In fact, my wife asked the 
management for a price on the litho- 
graphs and they replied that they 4id 
net know. but to ‘pick anything she 
wanted’ for $15 each. I wish that we 
had picked more. I1 think that this 
was the only sale made. However, he 
escaped being burned in effigy by our 
outraged art students, along with some 
of the otheg masters whose works were 
exhibited this show! 

“The year before the war I looked 
up the old gentleman in Paris to see if 
I could find more of his lithographs. 
He and his wife were living in a simple 
little apartment, where he also worked. 
He told me he could not suggest any 
place to find his lithographs except 
in The Hague, adding: ‘ Holland kept 
me alive during my hardest vears. _ 

“A few weeks after my visit the 
famous Roger Marx collection was sold 
at auction in Paris. It contained a 
number of Redon’s lithographs. I got 
the official expert’s valuation on them 
and authorized a man from Durand- 
Ruel’s to bid 20 per cent higher than

Timber Land Big 
Asset to Farmer 


if Properly Kept 


By Frank Ridgway. 
NJECTING business methods into 
the management of his operations 
has taught the farmer that more 
attention must he paid to the check- 

ing of waste on the farm. ‘Phrough 
tradition he has neglected the wood 
lot, allowing the trees to fall and rot, 
because timber was at one time about 
as common as water in this country. 
But America’s sixth crop, firewood, is 
proving a life saver to farmers in 
-_many communities this winter. 

In addition to finding the wood lot 
a profitable source of income while 
the prices of other farm products are 
low, farmers are using wood instead 
of coal in their own homes. It is be- 
ing found poor economy to replace 
the wood stoves with coa! stoves, haul 
coal several miles, and allow wood to 
rot on the farm. @ 

This ‘has been® a common practice 
during the last few years, but with 
many farmers the loaded wagon Js 
now going the other way—they are 
hauling wood to the nearest town in- 
stead of hauling coal to the farm. 

Woodland Often Neglected. 

There eis an enormous amount of 
waste occurring in the wood lots of 
the average farm in this country every 
year. The importance of this is man- 
ifested when one considers the fact

sawing up, and splitting wood, when 
all of the work was done by hand. 

Farmers owning tractors are able to 
rig up a power saw outfit at a small 
cost. By using the belt pulley on the 
tractor a buzz saw is all that is needed. 
Neighbors often coiperate in buying 


these outfits. Many farmers have gas- 


oline engines suitable for running a 
wood sawing outfit. Four to six horse- 
power gasoline engines are used satis- 
factorily by many farmers who do not 
own tractors. 

The medium sized tractors are being 
kept busy threughout the winter 
months by some farmers who go from 
farm to farm sawing wood for their 
neighbors. In this way they can soon 
pay for their outfits. They are able 
to run the tractor from place to place 
and haul the buzz saw outfit along, 
sawing about twenty cords a day and 
cutting the wood into stove lengths. 
With the saw run by a tractor more 
work can be done than five men can 
do working with hands saws. 


Trees Cut Uniform Length. 


Before the buzz saw can be used 
the trees have to be cut down and 
worked into convenient lengths and 
piled. “With one of the practical power 
log saws that farmers use they are 
able to greatly reduce the labor in 
keeping tlie wood lot in good condition, 
With one of the portable machines now 
in use‘ the farmer can move them 
from tree to tree. The valuable parts 
of the tree can be cut up into the prop- 
er lengths for post, ties, or logs for 
lumber, and the tops, branches, and 
other waste parts can be cut into stove 
lengths. 

Many farmers use them where they 
have good sized timber lots. They like 
them because they do not have to haul 
and pile the wood before they saw it, 
which necessitates extra handling. 
Where the wood is cut into stove 
lengths in the woods where the tree 
falls there is less work to be done, and 
with power saws the work is much 
easier, cutting up as much wood in 
a day as a dozen men could saw and 


‘the best months for cleaning up the 


Some of the machines are made to 
cut down trees, eliminating practically 
all of the,work that wood choppers 
used to do with the cross cut saw and 
ax. They are also -made with attach- 
ments enabling the farmer to trans-/| 
form the outfit into a buzz saw. 


- Advisable to Thin Dense Places. 


It is not intended to encourage 
farmers to cut down all of the trees in 
their wood lot and make them into 
post, tie, and stove wood, but thinning” 
out the dense places and removing | 
the undesirable trees is advisable. The. 
‘wood lot can often be improved by | 
thinning out the stand, leaving the, 
trees that are worth while, just as the 
successful corn grower cuts out a few 
stalks where there are too many in a 
hill. 

In practically every wood lot there 
are dead trees either standing or on the 
ground that are worthless, except for

should be removed, for they are not 
only decaying more and more each 
year, but they often crowd other 
trees, or if on the ground they kill 
valuable grass where the lot is used 
for grazing purposes. Trees that are 
crooked or otherwise deformed are 
usually worth .more for firewood than 
they are if allowed to stand. In 
thinning strips of dense timber it is 
always best to leave the trees evenly 
spaced.
